He expressed grave doubt, however,

once been flled with him. It ia essen- 
tial for the protection of the city and 
for the protection of the petitioners 
that such papers should be kept in cus- 
tody of properly constituted city au- 
thorities."

setts state branch, American Federa- 
tion of Labor, opened 
in Convention 


hall. St. Boiolph street, yesterday. 350 
delegates 
were 
there, representing 


235,000 men and womsn 'wage earners 
throughout the com mo n wealth. It is 
expected that ths proceedings of the 
convention will occupy three or four 
days. 


The assistance of organized labor in 


the new draft registration of men be- 
tween the ages of 
18 and 45 was 


pledged in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously. 
A committee was appointed 


by President 
George 
H. 
"Wrenn of 


Springfield to act with a committee 
from the Boston Central Labor union 
and confer with the local representa- 
tives of the war and navy departments 
for the purpose of requesting modifica- 
tions of the program to establish dry 
zones in Boston. 


Gov. McCaH welcomed the delegates 


in behalf of the state and was given a 
tine reception. 


Eight statft branch bills befora tha 


legislature ot 1919 were recommended 
by the committee, together with such 
other measures as may be added by the 
convention. 
These were bills for an 


S-hour day for women in manufactur- 
ing

establishments; 


cities and towns 
to 
provide 
home- 


steads; n state fund to which all em- 
ployers coming under the workmen's 
compensation act must subscribe; leys 
hours o'l labor for young children—not 
over five per day; three lours of work 
of eight hours each for tour workers 
in paper mills; one day's rest in seven 
for hotel and restaurant employes and 
other workers: non-contributory old 
age pensions for deserving and needy 
citizens; a free state university. 


Secretary Treasurer Martin T. Joyce 


iu his annual report states that during 
the past year 29 new unions affiliated 
with the state branch and there were 
also eight reaffiliations. 
The receipts 


for the year amounted to 511,229.64 and 
the expenses were $8222.13, leaving OH 
hand Aug. 1 $3007.51. 


Tho executive council in its report to 


the convention stnted that six meet- 
ings of the council had been held since 
the last convention, all in joint session 
with the legislative committee. 


It was also reported that the council 


sent a telegram to President Wilson,

Adoo.

exacting,: and, under existing condi 
tions, the more important. 
The treas 


ury runs more or less according to 
routine. 
The railroads present a con 


slant succession of ne\v problems. 


The treasury specialists can deter 


mine on policies and decision accord- 
i 


ing to precedent; there are no prece- 
dents for the verdicts of the director of 
railroads. 


Transportation is such an Intimate 


element In our war-making that the di- 
rector has to have his hand on the 
hrottle every moment, so, according to 
he information on which the opening 
laragraph of this article is based, Mc- 
Ldoo has elected to stay with the rail- 
oad job and pass up the other. 


Naturally the report that the director

forces today. The war office tonight 
announced the capture of the Liez fort, 
northeast of the town of Liez and of 
wooded regions to the east and south- 
east of Liez, within two miles of La 
Fere. 


Additional ground was gained in the 


St. Gobain region south of the Oise, 
where tho Servais station was taken 
as well as a wooded area about a mile 
and a half to the south. 


North of the La Fere region, tne 


French pressed in far, capturing tho i 
towns of Remlgny, Montescourt-Live- 
rolles, 
Clastres, 
Seraoourt-le-Grand, 


Roupy and Etrelllers, the last two 
towns being within three and a half 
miles of St. Quentin.

Dames. Th'ere was also improvement 
of the position in the region of Glennes,- 
south of Aisne, where Franco-Ameri- 
can forces are operating.

Elsewhere, we Improved our positions 
north of Laffax and also between, the 
Aisne and tho Vesle in tho region of 
Glennes. 


"Army of tho east (Sept. 7.) Thero 


was activity along the entire front, 
particularly west of the Vardar, in 
the bend of the Cerna, in the region 
ot Monastir and between 
the lakes, 


where the enemy attempted a raid 
which failed with .losses. In Albania, 
there were patrol encounters." 


The report from the army of the east 


under date of Sept. 8. reads: 


"There was activity by the artillery

Faneuf, who is in France with Battery 
P of the 102d Field Artillery: 


C«ri>. (ieoree J. Faneuf 


France. Aug. 2. ISIS. 


Dear Mother: This is my second day 


of resi ai the horse lines. 
1 will re- 


turn to the guns in about two mor'o 
days. 
You nu doubt have read ia the 


papers ot our bier drive. 
Our division 
is the best in the world. 
They say 


that the crown • prince's best opposed 
us. \Ve certainly have the Germans on 
the run and we are by no means think- 
ing of letting up on them either. 
We 


had to move our suns forward every 
night to keep in touch with the re- 
treating Boche. 


We had a novel and exciting exper- 


ience just before 1 left the guns to 
come back for a rest. 
In a town of 


fair size directly In the piuh of our 
doughl'Ojys was u church steeple which 
commanded a view or all 
t h & valley 


and the hills on either side. 


Our infantry officers discovered the 


. fact that the steeple contained several 


German machine gunners. 
Of course, 


that meant that it would be impossible 
to capture the town without great loss 
to the infantry. The major of the —th 
regiment 
Immediately got in confer- 


ence with our brigade and regimental 
commanders who decided that a sniper 
gun 
from our regiment would serve 
their purpose. 


Liiom. Johnson of our battery was 


chosen to see that the job was done, 
even If he had to bring the gun to the 
edge of the town. 
He picked my gun. 


so that at S o'clock in tho morning, 
with six horses pulling it. as well as 
six more pulling our caisson filled with 
ammunition, we started on our journey.

As we drew near our infantry lines, 


the woods suddenly ended, leaving us 
to continue toward 
our 
destination 


across the open liellls in plain sight 


in 
Germans, but oui of range of 


rififl and machine gun fire. 


We skirted the woods and leisurely 


selected a favorable location for our 
75. Then after backing the piece into 
the woods a few feet so that only tho 
muzzle protuded, we prepared our piece 
for action.

tance, leaving us at Ihe disposal of tho

After ten minutes' firing we observed 


a white flag displayed from ihe tower. 
Our sun had belchod tonh at ihai 
same instant and a few seconds later 
another saeil had struck home. When 
the smoke had cleared a way no tlaji 
was 10 be seen. 
A ragged hole had 


been torn where the ria^j had been put 
out. 
Several minutes more and then 


11 Red Cross ilag hit the breeze. Know- 
ing this to be a hoax wo continued to 
shell until we were certain that we 
had made the building .untenable. 
A 


message was sent to our colonel in- 
forming him we had ntt?.ined our ob- 
joctive and wore awaiting further or- 
ders. The colonel was greatly pleased 
and told tha lieutenant to stay In po- 
sition, firing at any suspicious -looking 
object until our ammunition was gone, 
then to report to our battery again. 


This suited us and we directc-d our 


attention to a new target. 
This time 


it was a suspicious looking clump of 
trees very prominently grouped In a 
favorable place for a machine 
gun 


nest on the side of the opposite hill. 


We turned our gun on these troos 


and the third shot scored a direct hit. 
We poured 12 rods rapid lire into the 
trees and soon observed several Ger- 
mans running as If possessed over the 
crest of the hill, one following in his 
haste and rolling over and over. 


The lieutenant thinks it likely that 


we blew up either a machine gun nest 
or a sniper 77. engaged perhaps, in some- 
what similar work to our own. What- 
ever it was we were saluted with a 
rain of shells coming: from Bocheland. 


We took instant refuge, however, in a 


convenient trench nearby (which was. 
by the way. of German origin.) and 
waited for the storm to abate. 


This it soon did and as we had by 


this time used up our ammunition, we 
called up our limbers and hitching up 
to them, stealthily crept away 
from 


the lines. This time we went through 
woods over a newly discovered road to 
safety. 


We were highly elated, not only be- 
lusfe of our good work, but because 
•e had been able to do It and get away 


with a whole hide. 
Our infantry have 


since taken the town with very little 
resistance. 


My gun crew worked like Trojans, 


and I am indebted to them for their 
good work. 
Lieut. Johnson Is already 


the possessor of the Crolx do Guerre 
and certainly deserves another recog- 
nition of some kind for the way in 
which he handled the problem. 


In order that he might obtain as 


much Information as possible just that 
morning he had gone "over the top" 
with our infantry, advancing within 500 
metres of the machine gun nest 
thus 


acquainting himself with all the'nec- 
cssary facts to make our part of the 
affair more simple. 


I hope the story of my experiences 


will not have by this time increased 
your worry any. 
If it has this story 


would be better untold.

Put Uncle Sam's Labor on 


Sound Footing

If you step in at the Washington 


office of the federal board of voca- 
tional education and ask for Arthur 
E. Holder, you will see a man a bit 
over 60 years of age, who is looked up 
to by 180,000 machinists as the best 
type of man which the International 
Machinists' union can contribute to 
the nation. 


Holder has had his present 
job 


for just about a year, for he was 
appointed 
by President 
Wilson in 


July. 1917. 


This is not, however, his first ex- 


perience in Washington. 
Since 1U04 


he has spent most of his. time here: 
first as associate editor of the Ma- 
chinists' Journal, and since 1901! as 
member of the legislative committee 
of tho American Federation of Labor. 


His record In this work was re- 


markable. 
During 
ten 
years 
he 


helped secure the passage of 118 sep- 
arate pieces of legislation favorable to 
labor, to defeat six unfavorable laws 
and to bring it to pass that not one 
unfavorable law was enacted. 
When 


It is remembered that this work was 
accomplished in the face of the most 
strenuous activity 
on the part ol 


the National Association of ilanufac- 
turers and of the railroad companies, 
the performance becomes noteworthy 


Of course Holder went to Wash- 


ington with previous experience which 
trained him for his Washington suc- 
cesses. 
In Iowa he was active in 


politics, was deputy commissioner of 
labor, was the state's first factory in- 
spector, and soon after 
coming 
to 


Washington 
he was sent by 
the 


United States bureau of labor 
sta- 


tistics to Europe to jiake a thorough 
study of compensation, r ediation, con- 
ciliation and arbitration laws in Eng- 
land and on the continent. 


Who is this man and what are 


his antecedents? 


Well, he is just an ordinary work- 


ing man. 
He wis born in I860, 


left an orphan in IS'j-J, apprenticed al 
the age of fourteen after but eiglv 
years of elementary schooling, and 
from that into work. 


But he did more than work. 
He 


went to night school to round out 
his education. 
In two years he was 


certified as a journeyman machinist 
and went to work on ship board, both 
in the naval and 
merchant 
marine 


service, as an engineer. 
After this 


he was on shore, at work in ship 
yards, locomotive repair work and in 
general machinist work. 
He gained 


much knowledge by goins from place 
to place and getting contact 
with 


different men and various conditions. 


His labor union membership covers 


forty-three 
consecutive years. 
He 


was in the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers, the Knights of Labor and 
for the past twenty years in the great 
International Machinists' union, with 
its 
1SO.OOO 
members—one 
of 
the 


largest and best of the trade unions 
affiliated with the A. F. of L. 


He was for three years presi- 


dent of the Iowa State Federation 
of Labor. 
During this time he went 


up and down the state speaking and 
organizing unions, largely at his own 
expense, and succeeded 
in 
forming 


over 300 new locals. 


He is a man who would have made 


his mark in any calling he might 
have chosen. 
He has a discrimin- 


ating and judicial type of mind. 
In 


the past eight years he has been 
member of the legal committee of the 
machinists' union, most of the time as 
chairman. 
The 
laws of the 
union j 


were completely rewritten during his 
term of office, and they are now tak- 
en as model trade union laws by 
many unions seeking new bases of 
organization. 


This is the type of labor men that 


President Wilson is choosing to assist 
in putting the labor 
work 
of 
the 


United States on a sound and just 
footing. 
The 
Machinists' 
Interna- 


tional feels a just pride in the fact 
that they have made this contribu- 
tion of Arthur B. Holder to the com- 
mon cause of labor, and the country 
Itself is fortunate in that men of this 
type are being developed—men who 
see labor's side and who have in ad- 
dition sufficient mental grasp to take 
hold of large matters in a large way.

trian prisoners, they postponed their 
French trip to clean up Siberia. 


Fifteen thousand of them, already 


in Vladivostok, took the city from the 
Bolshevik! and are now righting their 
way back towards Russia to rescue 
their comrades, 45,000 of whom arc 
still in tho interior. 
The latter have 


taken two-thirds of the trans-Siberian 
railroad from the Bolsheviki, and are 
now fighting eastward

It hap- 
pened that the two men, who repre- 
sent combatant and non-combatant ser- 
vice in the war, met. at ihe hospital. 
because Private McGonegal lost both 
hands, February 3, when he was on 
duty at an outpost on the French line 
of defense. German machine gunners 
made an attack, which was "unlucky," 
Private McGonegal thinks, for it cut 
short his service before he had a chance 
to do more than make a beginning at 
beating the Huns. But he is still cheer- 
ful; ho has brought back with him the 
Yank spirit for which the workers of 
the country art so largely responsible. 
And he will soon be able to return to 
the ranks of the workers — why, he 
drove a Red Cross ambulance for three 
weeks before he sailed for home!

for I can tell you the fellow who 
sticks to his job hasn't an easy time. It 
takes nerve to stand the gaff when ev- 
eryone is wondering why you're not in 
uniform. 
There doesn't seem to be 


much glory In just making guns for 
warships and transports—making guns 
nstead of using them! But from what 
you say I feel better about it already." 


''Why, if you'd been where I've been, 


you would know you can't lie down 
on your job for a minute," declared the 
young soldier.

in the navy yard, who are not permit- 
ted to right, were saving their money 
to buy Liberty Bonds and War Saving 
Stamps. One young fellow in ihe too 
shop had subscribed for 51500 in Liber- 
ty Bonds and had paid up the entire 
amount. 


"Making a good gun, it seems to me, 


measures up to more than one man's 
usefulness in handling It," commented 
Private McGonegal. ':That's skilled la- 
bor of the highest, quality." 


Mechanic Hodgson agreed that there 


were 
delicate 
operations connected 


with gun-making when nickel steel 
ivas so susceptible to changes of tem- 
perature that one degree of change 
could produce an appreciable expan- 
sion, when they measured down to ten- 
thousandths of an inch. 


"When I enlisted 1 was offered $100 


a month and my expenses as an auto- 
mobile- mechanic," said 
the 
soldier, 


'and when I volunteered I hoped I 
might get into the mechanical line or 
drive a truck, bin I was needed in the 
nfantry, even though for entirely too 
short, a time." He smiled. "It is up to 
the United States to use us men as it 
seems best and so I have no kick 
coming1." 


There was the lesson for the man 


who had to stick to his job. Private 
McGonegal, who had given both his 
lands in the cause of liberty, was sat- 
isfied that his country knew best about 
whore he was needed. Mechanic Hodg- 
son saw the point. Not only should the 
soldier go where he is sent, but the 
worker should stay where he is of the 
most use. 


"But still T think there should be 


some way to show that we want- to 
fight." he said. "It isn't right that we 
should be subjected to insult, or 
least misjudgement, because we are not 
in uniform.''

Sept. 10.—When the 33d 


annual convention of the 
Massachu- 


setts state branch. American Federa- 
tion of Labor, opened 
in 
Convention 


hall. St. Botolph street, yesterday. 350 
delegates 
were 
there, 
representing 


2S5.QQO men and women wage earners 
throughout the commonwealth. 
It is 


expected thai the proceedings oi the 
convention will occupy three or four 
days. 


The assistance of organized laj?or In 


the new draft registration of men be- 
tween the ages of 
18 and 45 
was 


pledged in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously. 
A committee was appointed 


by 
President 
George 
H. Wrenn of 


Springileld to act with a committee 
from the Boston Central Labor union 
and confer with the local representa- 
tives of the war and navy departments 
for the purpose of requesting modifica- 
tions of the program to establish dry 
zones in Boston. 


Gov. McCall welcomed the delegates 


in behalf of the state and was given a 
flno reception. 


Eight state branch bills before tha 


legislature of 1919 were recommended 
by the committee, together with aur.h 
other measures as may be added by the 
convention. 
These were bills for an 


S-hour day for women in manufactur- 
ing 
and 
mercantile establishments; 


cities and towns 
to 
provide 
home- 


steads; a state fund to which all em- 
ployers coming under the workmen's 
compensation act must subscribe; leas 
hours of labor for young children—not 
over five per dayr^-three tours of work 
of eight hours each for tour workers 
in paper mills; one day's rest In sev-n 
for hotel and restaurant employes and 
other workers; non-contributory old 
age pensions for deserving and needy 
citizens; a free state university. 


Secretary Treasurer Martin T. Joyce 


in his annual report states that during 
the past, year 29 new unions affiliated 
with the state branch and therfl were 
also eight reaffiliations. 
The receipts 


for the year amounted to $11,229.64 and 
the expenses were $8222.13, leaving on 
hand Aug. 1 $3007.51. 


The executive council In its report to 


the convention stated that six meet- 
ings of the council had been held since 
the last convention, all in joint session 
with the legislative committee. 


It was also reported that the council 


sent a telegram to President "Wilson 
offering him, and through him the na- 
tion, their heartiest co-operation in as- 
sisting to solve the great problem of 
the rehabilitation and vocational re- 
education of the disabled soldiers and 
sailors after tha war. It was pointed 
o.ut that the trades unions of the coun- 
try have given freely of their member- 
ship to help win the war.

Put Uncle Sam's Labor on 


Sound Footing

If you step in at the Washington 


office of the federal board of voui- 
tional education and ask for Arthur 
E. Holder, you will see a man a bit 
over 60 years of age, who4 is looked up 
to by ISO,000 machinists as th« best 
type of man which the International 
Machinists' union can contribute 
the nation. 


Holder has had his. present Job 


for just about • a year, for he was 
appointed 
by President 
Wilson 
In 


July, 1917. 


This is not. however, his first ex- 


perience in Washington. 
Since 1904 


he has spent most of his time here: 
first as :issociate editor of the Ma- 
chinists' Journal, and since 1906 as 
member of the legislative committee 
of the American Federation of Labor. 


His record in this work was re- 


markable. 
During 
ten 
years 
he 


helped secure the passage of US sep- 
arate pieces of legislation favorable to 
labor, to defeat six unfavorable laws 
and to bring it to pass that not one 
unfavorable law was enacted. 
When 


it is remembered that this work was 
accomplished in tho face of the most 
strenuous activity 
on the part of 


the National Association of Manufac- 
turers and of the railroad companies, 
the performance becomes noteworthy. 


Of course Holder went to Wash- 


ington-with previous experience which 
trained him for his Washington suc- 
cesses. 
In Iowa he was active in 


politics, was deputy commissioner of 
labor, was the state's first factory in- 
spector, and soon after 
coming 
to 


Washington 
he was sent by 
the 


United States bureau of labor sta- 
tistics to Europe to .Bake a thorough 
study of compensation, r dilution, con- 
ciliation and arbitration laws in Eng- 
land and on the continent. 


Who is this man and what are 


his antecedents? 


Well, he is just an ordinarv work- 


ing man. He was born in 1S60, 
left an orphan in ISiJ'i, apprenticed at 
the age of fourteen after but eight 
years of elementary schooling, and 
from that into work. 


But he did more than work. 
He 


went to night school to round out 
his education. 
In two years he was 


certified as a journeyman machinist 
and went to work on ship board, both 
in the naval and 
merchant 
marine 


service, as an engineer. 
After this 


he was on shore, at work in ship 
yards, locomotive repair work and In 
general machinist work. 
He gained 


much knowledge by going from place 
to place and getting contact with 
different men and various conditions. 


His labor union membership covers 


forty-three 
consecutive years. 
He 


was in the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers, the Knights of Labor and 
for the past twenty years in the groat 
International Machinists' union, with 
its 
180,000 
members—one 
of. 
the 


largest and best of the trade unions 
affiliated with the A. F. o£ L. 


He was for three years presi- 


dent of the Iowa State Federation 
of Labor. 
During this time he went 


up and down the state speaking and 
organizing unions, largely at his own 
expense, and succeeded 
in 
forming 


over 300 new locals. 


He is a man who would have made 


his mark in any calling he might 
have chosen. 
He has a discrimin- 


ating and judicial type of mind. 
In 


the past eight years he has been a 
member of the legal cuniruittee of the 
machinists' union, most of the time as 
chairman. 
Tho laws of the union' 


were completely rewritten during his j 
term of office, and they are now tak- 
en as model trade union laws by 
many unions seeking new bases of 
organization. 


This is the type of labor men that i

taken two-thirds of the trans-Siberian 
,-ailroad from the Boisheviki. and arc 
now fighting eastward through Si- 
beria toward Vladivostok.

VICTORY FLOUR 


"Victory Flour" is the title of the 


flour prepared under the government 
formula providing for the 20 per cent 
substitutes for wheat flour. Under the 
old arrangement, it has been found that 
some who did not consider the ex- 
pense, used only wheat flour for bread 
and hoarded their substitutes. 
After 


the war they should have a large as- 
sortment of such substitutes; but the 
food administrators are getting wise 
to these slackers and for their bencflt 
the Victory Flour has been provided.

It hap- 
pened that the two men, who repre- 
sent combatant and non-combatant ser- 
vice in- the war, met at the hospital, 
because Private McGonegal lost both 
hands. February 3. when he was'op 
duty at an outpost 'on the French line 
of defense. 
German machine gunners 


made an attack, which was "unlucky,*1 
Private McGonegal thinks, for it cut 
short his service before he had a chance 
to do more than make a beginning at 
beating the Huns. But he is still cheer- 
ful; he has brought hack with him the 
Yank spirit for which the workers of 
the country are so largely responsible. 
And he will soon be able to return to 
the ranks of the workers—why. he 
drove a Red Cross ambulance for three 
weeks before he sailed for home! 
• "The main idea is that American 
pluck has put a new slant on the war 
for the British, French and even the 
Moroccans." said Private McGonegal. 
"Those fellows over there have been In 
the war so long they had begun to 
think If wasn't ever going to end. Then

They had been In the war game 
long enough to know just what labor 
means to the fighting forces. 


"The. French soldiers talked a great 


deal about what the men and women 
are doing in the shops and factories 
here In the United States.

Ing for nothing r«j regular employes 
who were taking >rif-pay and working 
overtime 
Why. those 
Frenchmen 


couldn't do enough for us and they 
would have taken the- coats off their 
backs If any of us had needed them. 
But we didn't need anything—that was 
the point. 
AVe hadn't thought much 


about what the hands at the looms, for 
instance, were doing for us, but the 
foreign fighters made us realize what 
we owe to the workers." 


Private McGonegal paused to take a 


ighted cigarette offered by the man 
'rom the navy yard, who unconsciously 
drew his stalwart body to its 
full 


height with a sudden access of pride 
as he said: 


"I'm glad to hear you talk that way. 


'or I can tell you the fellow who 
sticks to his job hasn't an easy time. It 
akes nerve to stand the gaff when e'v- 
eryono Is wondering why you're not in 
uniform. 
There doesn't seem to be 


much glory In just making guns for 
varshlps and transports—making guns 
nstead of using them! But from what 
>ou say i feel better about It already." 


"Why, if you'd been where I've been, 


•ou would know.yo.u can't lie down 
n your job for a minute," declared the 
•oung soldier. "It seems to me there 
s something wrong if everyone can't 
ee this as it really is. While every 
nan, woman and child in the United 
tales is doing all that can be done 
he boys fighting in "France can just go 
n feeling care-free and sure."

They 
all understood that'time on some of the 
gun lathes was worth $100 an hour 
arid that the man who' loafed was los- 
ing much for the government. 
Gener- 


ally, there was no trouble with slack- 
ers, although now and then a "greaser" 
or a "nut-splitter" would try to break 
in to keep out of the service at thti 
front for which most of the skilled 
workers -were so anxious. 
Then men 


in the navy yard, who are not permit- 
ted to fight, were saving their money 
to buy Liberty Bonds and War Saving 
Stamps. 
One young fellow In the tool 


shop had subscribed for $1500 in Liber- 
ty Bonds and had paid up the entire- 
amount. 


"Making a sood gun, It seems to me. 


measures up to more than one man's 
usefulness in handling it." commented 
Private McGonegal. "That's skilled la- 
bor of the highest quality." 


Mechanic Hodgson agreed that there 
were delicate operations connected 
with gun-making when nickel steel 
was so susceptible to changes of tem- 
perature that one degree of change 
could produce an appreciable expan- 
sion, when they measured down to ten- 
thousandths of an Inch. 


"When I enlisted I. was offered" 5100 
a montli and my expenses as an auto- 
mobile- mechanic," said 
tho 
soldier; 


"and when I volunteered I hoped I 
might get into the mechanical line or. 
drive a truck, but I was needed In the 
infantry, even though for entirely too 
short a time." He smiled. "It is up to 
the United States-to use us men as it 
seems best and so I have no kick 
coming-." ,

There was the lesson for the man 
who had-' to stick to his job. Private 
McGone'gal. who had given both his 
hands in the cause of liberty, was sat- 
isfied that his country knew best about 
where he was needed. Mechanic Hodg- 
son saw the point. Not only should the 
soldier go where he Is sent, but the 
worker should stay ivhere he is of the 
most use. 


"But still I1 think there should be 


some way to show that we want to 
fight," he said. "It isn't right that we 
should be subjected to insult, or at 
least misjudgment, because we aro not 
in uniform." 
. "When a lot more of us 
return 


wounded, the public will know where 
the workers get off," Private McGone- 
gal said. "There's not.a man of us on 
tho other side who .will not hurrah for 
labor's part in the war. 
You ought to 


see the men who are busy behind the 
lines. Say, the non-combatants have 
some dangers to face and some work 
to do! Eight hero on this side, too, 
the boys who are' found unfit for'for- 
eign service have their chance to be 
heroes. 
They aro working in muni- 


tion factories and delivering the goods. 
Over at American University the other 
day a boy was making a fuss because 
he could not go over on account of 
physical disability, but he was filling 
gas shells and I think he was about 
ns useful as he would 
be 
in 
the 
trenches." 


It was time for mess. The conval- 


Rscents, who were learning new voca- 
Eions. left the shop, hastening as rap- 
idly as was possible for men who had 
returned from war, because they had 
done their parts on the battlefields. 
Some of them whistled. 
The 
Yank 


spirit stilled ruled them. 
They had 


come back to work, to join the indus- 
:rial army at home and the message 
they all brought was Private McGone- 
ral's message—that upon the workers 
.he soldiers rely with an abiding con- 
flndence. It is the stroke of hammer 
and whirr of machinery that play the 
necessary accompaniment to the songs 
the boys sing as they KO forth to vic- 
tory.

Head'of Hungarian Party En-

BASEL, Monday, Sept. 9.—President 


Wilson's program as a basis for the 
negotiations for peace, is endorsed by 
Count Michael Karolyi, president of 
the Hungarian independent .party. A 
despatch from Budapest, quoting from 
an open letter written by him to his 
electors to whom he recommends an 
early peace, says: 


"A decisive .military victory, despite 


its successes, is a dream for which it 
is useless to pursue. The prime con- 
dition of peace negotiations is the 
-democratization 
of nations and 
the 


abandonment of imperialists' theories. 
A second condition is that we should 
not become slaves to the idea of a mid- 
dle Europe, either military economi- 
cally or politically, and that we should 
not strengthen our alliance with Ger- 
many which would form the first step 
towards the realization of this central 
Europe.

annual convention of the Ma^sachu- 
setts state branch, American Federa- 
tion of Labor, opened 
in Convention 


hall, St. Botolph street, yesterday, 350 
delegates were 
there, represeniing 


2S5.000 men and women wage earners 
throughout the commonwealth. It is 
expected that the proceedings of the 
convention will occupy three or four 
days. 


The assistance of organized labor in 


the new draft registration of men be- 
tween the ages of 
18 and 46 
was 


pledged in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously. 
A committee was appointed 


by President 
George H. Wrenn of 


Springfield to act with a committee 
from the Boston Central Labor union 
and confer with the local representa- 
tives of the war and navy departments 
for the purpose of requesting modifica- 
tions of the program to establish dry 
zones in Boston.

Gov. McCall welcomed the delegates 


in behalf of the state and was given a 
fine reception. 


Eight, state branch bills before tha 


legislature of 1919 were recommended 
by the committee, together with sush 
other measures as may be added by the 
convention. 
These were bills for an 


S-hour day for women In manufactur- 
ing: and 
mercantile 
establishments; 


cities and towns 
to 
provide 
home- 


steads; a state fund to which all em- 
ployers comlngr under the workmen's 
compensation act must subscribe; leas 
hours of labor for young children—not 
over five per day; three tours of work 
of eight hours each for tour workers 
In paper mills; one day's rest in sev^n 
for hotel and restaurant employes and 
other workers £ non-contributory old 
ago pensions for deserving and nee-ay 
citizens; a free state university. 


Secretary Treasurer Martin T. Joyoa 


In his annual report states that during 
the past year 29 new unions affiliated 
with the state branch and there were 
also eight reaffillatiens. 
The receipts 


for the year amounted to 511,229.64 and 
the expenses wore 58222.13, leaving OH 
hand Aug. 1 $3007.51. 


The executive council in its report to 


the convention stated that six meet- 
Ings of the council had been held since 
the last convention, all in Joint session 
with the legislative committee. 


It was also reported that the council

Quentin from the north, west and south 
and are within five miles of the town. 


General Mangin's forces south of tho

SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


Mrs, G. W. Faneuf of 1131 Middlesex 


street has received a most interesting 
letter from her son, Corp. George J. 
Fanouf, who is in France with Battery 
F of the 102d Field Artillery: 
Corp. George J. Faaeuf 


France. Aug. 2. 191S. 


Dear Mother: This is my second day 
of rest at the horse lines. I will re- 
turn to the guns in about two more 
.. days. 
You no doubt have read in the 


T * papers of our big drive. 
Our division 
is the best in the world. 
They day 
that the crown prince's best opposed 
U3. We certainly have the Germans on 
the run and we are by no means think- 
ing of letting up on them either. 
We 
had to move our guns forward every 
night to keep in touch with the re- 
treating Boche. 
We had a novel and exciting exper- 
ience just before I left the guns to 
come back for a rest. 
In a town -of 
fair size directly in the path of our 
doughboys was a' church steeple which 
commanded a view of all the valley 
and the hills on either side. 
Our infantry oilicers discovered the 
fact that the steeple contained several 
German rtiachine gunners. 
Of course, 
thai meant that it would bo impossible 
to capture the town without great loss 
to the infantry. The major of tho —th 
regiment Immediately got in confer- 
ence with our brigade and regimental 
commanders who decided that a sniper 
gun from our regiment would serve 
their purpose. 


, . 
Lieut. Johnson of our battery was 


* " chosen to sec that the job was done, 
even it" he had to bring the gun to the 
edge of the town. He picked "my gun. 
so that ai S o'clock in the morning, 
with six horses pulling it, as well as 
six more pulling our caisson titled with 
ammunition, we started on our journey. 
As we drew near our infantry lines, 
the woods suddenly ended, leaving us 
to continue toward 
our destination 
across the open fields in plain sight 
of the Germans, hut out of range of 
rifle and machine gun fire. 
We skirted the woods and leisurely 
selected a favorable location for our 
75. Then after backing the piece into 
the woods a few feet so that only the 
muzzle protuded, we prepared our piece 
for action. 
Our drivers, horsos and 
limbers 
pulled away to a safe dis- 
tance, leaving us at the disposal of the 
Boch,i artIIlory.

shots 
were direct hits on the 
steeple, tearing huge gaps in the ma- 
sonry. 


After ten minutes' firing we observed 
a white nag displayed from the tower. 
Our sua had. belched, torch ac that- 
same instant and a few seconds later 
another shell had struck home. When 
the smoke had cjeared away no ilag 
was to be seen. A ragged hole had 
been torn where the flag had been put 
out. 
Several minutes more and then 
a Red Cross Hag hit the breeze. Know- 
ing this to ba a hoax we continued to 
shell until we were certain that we 
had made the building untr^iib'.?. A 
message was sent to our colonel in- 
forming him we had attained our ob- 
jective and wars awaiting further or- 
ders. The colonel was greatly pleased 
and told the lieutenant to stay in po- 
sition, firing at any suspicious looking 
object until our ammunition was gone. 
then to report to our battery again. 
This suited us and we directed our 
attention to a new target. 
This time 


It was a suspicious looking clump of 
trees very prominently grouped in a 
favorable place for a machine 
gun 
nest on the side of the opposite hill. 
We turned our gun on these trees 
and the third shot scored a direct hit. 
Wo poured 12 rods rapid fire into the 
trees and soon observed several Ger- 
mans running as If possessed over the 
crest of the hill, one following in his 
haste and rolling over and over. 
The lieutenant thinks it likely that 
we blew up either a machine gun nest 
or a sniper 77, engaged perhaps, in some- 
what similar work to our own. What- 
ever it was we were saluted with a 
rain of shells coming from Bocheland. 
We took instant refuge, however, in a 
convenient trench nearby (which was. 
by the way, of German origin.) and 
waited for the storm to abate. 
This it soon did and as we had by 
this time used up our ammunition, we 
called, up our limbers and hitching up 
to them, stealthily crept away from 
the lines. This time we went through 
wooda over a newly discovered road to 
safety. 


We were highly elated, not only be- 
cause of our good work, but because 
we had been able to do it and get away 
with a whole hide. Our Infantry have 
since taken the town with very Hula 
resistance. 


My gun crew worked like Trojans, 
and I am indebted to them for their 
good work. Lieut. Johnson is ftlrenjy 
the possessor of the Croix de Guerre 
and certainly deserves another recoig- 
nition of some kind for the way .in 
which he handled the problem. 
In order that he might obtain as 
much information as possible just that 
morning ho had gone "over tbe top" 
with our infantry, advancing within 500 
metres of the machine gun nest, thus 
acquainting himself with all the nec- 
essary facts to make our part of the 
afiair more simple. 
I hope the siory of my experiences 
will not have by this time increased 
your worry any. 
If it has this story 
would be better untold.

Machinist Who Is Helping to 


Put Uncle Sam's Labor on 


Sound Fooling

If you sten in at the Washington 


office of tile federal hoard of voca- 
tional education and ask for Arthur 
E. Holder, you will see a man a bit 
over 00 years of age, (who is looked up 
to by 130,000 machinists as tliu best 
type of man which the International 
Machinists' union can contribute to 
tile nation. 
^Holder has had his present job 
for just about a year, for he was 
appointed 
by President 
Wilson 
in 


July, 1917. 


This is not. however, his first ex- 


perience in Washington. 
Since 1904 


he has spent most of his time here: 
lirst as associate editor of the Ma- 
chinists' Journal, and since 1006 as 
member of the legislative 
committee 


of tho American Federation of Labor. 


His record in this work was re- 


markable. 
During 
ten 
years 
he 


helped secure the passage of 1 IS sep- 
arate pieces of legislation favorable to 
labor, to defeat six" unfavorable laws 
and to bring it to pass that not one 
unfavorable law was enacted. 
"When 


It is remembered that this work was 
accomplished In the face of the most 
strenuous activity 
on the part of 


the National Association of 'Manufac- 
turers and of the railroad companies, 
the performance becomes noteworthy. 


Of course Holder went to Wash- 


ington with previous experience which 
trained him for his Washington suc- 
cesses. 
In Iowa he was active In 


politics, was deputy commissioner of 
labor, was .the state's first factory in- 
spector, and EOOH after 
coming 
to 


Washington 
he was sent 
by 
the 


United States bureau of labor sta- 
tistics to Europe to make a thorough 
study of compensation, r (.'illation, con- 
ciliation and arbitration laws in Eng- 
land and on the continent. 


Who is this man and what are 


his antecedents''. 


Well, he is just an "ordinary work- 


ing man. 
He 
was . born in 1S60, 


left an 'orphan in IS'J'i, apprenticed at 
the age of fourteen after but eight 
years of elementary schooling, and 
from that into work. 


But he did more than work. 
He 


went to night school to round out 
his education. 
In two years he wos 


certified as a journeyman 
machinist 


and went to work on ship board, both 
in the naval and 
merchant 
marine 


service, as an engineer. 
After this 


he' was .on shore, at work In ship 
yards, locomotive repair work and in 
general machinist work. 
He gained 


much knowledge by going from place 
to place and getting contact with 
different men and various conditions. 


His labor union membership covers 


forty-three 
consecutive 
years. 
He 


was in the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers, the Knights of Labor and 
for the past twenty years in the groat 
International Machinists' union, with 
Its 
1SO.OOO 
members—one 
of 
the 


largest and best of the trade unions 
affiliated with the A. F. of L. 


He was 
for three years presi- 


dent of the Iowa State Federation 
of Labor. 
During this time he went 


up and down the state speaking and 
organizing unions, largely at his own 
expense, and succeeded 
in 
forming 


over 300 new locals. 


He Is a man'who would have made 


his mark in any calling he might 
have chosen. 
He has a discrimin- 


ating and judicial type of mind. 
In 


the past night years he has been a 
member of the legal cu-mn/ittee of the 
machinists' union, most of the time as I 
chairman.

Frank J. Simonds. the well known 
var correspondent, gives a keen and 
ogical analysis of the military blun- 
ders and errors of judgment by which 


ermany plunged from one disaster to 


mother. 


The first haule of the Marne saved 


civilization from German domination, 
jut after iis consequences wore fully 
\no\vn to Germany she repeated the 
>lunder with the result that phe mot 
vith a more crushing defeat iu the 
second batile of ihe Marne. 


The series of events leading up to 


the second battle of the .Marne and in 
i-hich the German machine was blocked 
was 
due to French 
prowess and 


French military genius. 
That is the 


view of.JMr. Simonds and ii is one in 
which the unbiassed 
will 
cordially 


agree with him. 


In all the major details, according to 


this critic, the second battle of the 
Ifarne 
repeated 
the 
first. 
German 


strategy was again based upon Ger- 
man psychological decisions and again 
the German flank was exposed along 
the river Ourcq, and again the French 
counter stroke ruined the 
German 


strategy. 


''The Germans could understand a 


machine," says Mr. Sfmonds. "but not 
a man and in the final hour the man 
nastered 
the 
machine. 
That 
this 


should have twice happened 
at the 


Marne is one of the rarest of all the 
coincidences of written history." 


As to the outcome of the present 


drive in which the allies maintain the 
nitiative, Mr. Simonds says that while 
there is no suggestion of the capture 
of German armies and no prospect of 
a general rout the German machine 
seems unable to bring Foch's offensive 
to a, halt and hold it. 


But more briefly the situation is 


thus summed up: 


"The 
German, 
after 
his 
defeat 


of Aug. S, hoped to stand on the old 
Somme line. 
Two weeks later, after 


his defeat between Bapaume and Arras 
he hoped to stand at the Hindenburg 
line. 
His defeat this week destroys 


this hope. His next stand must be at 
the frontier." 


It must he expected that unfavorable 


weather will interfere with the allied 
offensive; but in spite of this, it may 
he assumed that the, drive against the 
enemy will continue and that before 
the cold weather sets in, the Germans 


11 have been driven from all the. 


principal strongholds yet in their pos- 
session in France, while they may also 
be forced to abandon part of the terri- 
tory held along the Belgian coast and 
now utilized for naval bases. 
More- 


over, it is predicted that a drive of 
large proportions will be made by the 
Americans under 
General ' Pershing. 


Just what form or direction that will 
take is uncertain; hut with the large 
army now available and all made up 
of fresh men eager for the fray,.some 
great achievement is expected of them 
in the near future.. 


It is not too much to expect that the 


Germans will have to defend their own 
territory before the depth of winter.

It is the consciousness that back 


home the volunteers of industry are 
working at lull strength to supply ev- 
ery need that imbues the Americans 
with the splendid courage that makes 
victory -certain. This is the message 
brought back by Private Charles 0. 
McUoncgal. who for seven months has 
been at the .front, where he saw the 
hardest kind of service. Private Mc- 
GoiHigul. Company B, 18th Infantry, 
which is known as General Pershing'a 
"own," had a chance to lind out just 
what the industrial ar;ny means to the 
army Uiat bears arms. He was a me 
chanic before he volunteered 
from 


North Dakota, in June, 1917, and so he 
is lined to pass judgment on the-rela- 
tion of the two armies. 


Silting: on the porch of the workshop 


of Waller Reod hospital. Washing-ton. 
D. C., Private McGonegnl talked with 
J. F. Hodgson, rtrat class mechanic at 
the Washington navy yard. 
It hap- 


pened that the two men, who repre- 
sent combatant and non-combatant ser- 
vice in the war, met at the hospital, 
because Private MeGonegnl lost both 
hands, February 3; when he was on 
duty at an outpost on the French line 
of defense. Gorman machine gunners 
made an attack, which was "unlucky." 
Private McGoncgal thinks, for it cut 
short his service before he had a chance 
to do more than make a beginning at 
healing the Huns. Rut he is still cheer- 
ful; he has brought back with him the 
Yank spirit for which the workers of 
the country are so largely responsible. 
And he will soon be able to return to 
the ranks of the workers—why. he 
drove a Hcd Cross ambulance for three 
weeks before ho sailed for home! 
"" 


"The main idea is that American 


pluck has put a new slant on the war 
for ihe British. French and even the 
Moroccans." said Private McGonegal. 
"Those fellows over there have been in 
the war so long they had begun to 
think it 
1 wasn't ever going to encl. Then 


our troops landed and It all looked dif- 
ferent. The thing that made It look 
so promising was tho way we were 
equipped. 
We had everything. 
Our 


regiments save them the impression 
'that we had endless stores to draw on 
and boundless supplies coming right 
along1. 
Of course, we were proud to 


have such a welcome as they gave us. 
hut after all it was the workers at 
hom«i that made, us look so good to 
them. They had been in the war game 
long enough to know just what, labor 
mean's to the lighting forces. 


"The French soldiers talked a great 


deal about what the men and women 
are doing in the shops and factories 
here In the United States. They had 
read about voluntt>*rs \vho ware work- 
ing for nothing CAT regular employes 
who were raking >ijf-pay and working 
overtime. 
Why, 
those 
Frenchmen 


couldn't do enough for us and they 
would have taken the coats off their 
backs if any of us had needed them. 
But we didn't need anything—that was 
the point. 
We hadn't thought much 


about what the hands at the looms, for 
instance, were doing for us, but the 
foreign fighters made us realize what 
we owe to tho workers." 


Private McGonegal paused to take a 


lighted cigarette offered by the man 
from the navy yard, who unconsciously 
drew his stalwart body to Its full 
height with a sudden access of pride 
as he said: 


'I'm glad to hoar you' talk that way, 


for I can tell you the fellow who 
sticks to his Job hasn't an easy time. It 
takes nerve to stand tho gaff when ev- 
eryone is wondering why you're not In 
uniform. 
There doesn't seem to be 


much glory In just making guns for 
warships and transports—making guns 
nstead of using them! But from what 
you say I feel better about It already." 


"Why, If you'd been where I've been, 


you would know you can't lie down 
on your job for a minute," declared the 
-oung- soldier. "It seems to me there 
s something wrong if everyone can't 
see this as it really is. While every 
man, 
woman and child In the United 


States is doing all that can be done 
he boys fighting in France can just go 
on feeling care-free and sure." 


Private McGonegal emphasized the 


'sure" by a stamp of the foot. Ho Is 
a tall, well-made, good-looking young 
man with the western freedom of man- 
ner. Since that day in February when 
he fell at the post of duty, he has 
had plenty of time 
to 
think. His 
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frank face shows that he has formed 
definite ppln!ons. ' 


"That sounds all right.'*

was so susceptible to changes of tem- 
perature that one degree of change 
could produce an appreciable expan- 
sion, when they measured down to ten- 
thousandths of an inch. 


"When I enlisted I was offered $100 


a mo.nth and my expenses as an auto- 
mobile mechanic," said 
the 
soldier, 


"and when I volunteered I hoped I 
might get into the mechanical line or 
drive a truck, bin I was needed in the 
infantry, even though for entirely too 
short a time." He smiled. "It Is up to 
the United States to use us men as it 
seems best and so I have no kick 
coming." 


There was the lesson for the man 


who had to stick to his job. Private 
McGonegal.. who -had given both his 
hands in the cause of liberty, was sat- 
isfied that his country knew best about 
where he was needed. Mechanic Hodg- 
son saw the point. Not only should the 
soldier go where he is sent, but the 
worker should stay where he is of the 
most use. 


"But still I think there should be 


some way to show that we want to 
fight." he said. "It isn't right that we 
should be subjected to insult, or at 
least misjudgrnent, because we are not 
in uniform.1' 


"When a lot more 
of us 
return 


wounded, the public will know where 
the workers get off," Private McGone- 
gal said. "There's not a man of us on 
the other side who will not hurrah for 
labor's part in the war. You ought to 
soe the men who are busy behind the 
lines. 
Say, the non-combatants have 


some dangers to face and some work 
to dol 
Right here on this side, too, 


the boys who are found unfit for for- 
eign service have their chance to be 
heroes. 
They are working in muni- 


tion factories and delivering the goods. 
Over at American University the other 
day a boy was making a fuss because 
he could not go over on account of 
physical disability, but he was filling 
gas shells and T think he was about 
as useful as he would 
be 
in 
the 


trenches." 


It was time for mess. 
The conval- 


escents, who were learning new voca- 
tions, left the shop, hastening as rap- 
idly as was possible for men who bad 
returned from war, because they had 
dono their parts on the battlefields. 
Some of them whistled. 
The 
Yank 


spirit stilled ruled them. 
They had 


come back to work, to join the indus- 
trial army at home and the message 
they all brought was Private McGone- 
jal's message—that upon the workers 
ihe soldiers rely with an abiding- con- 
findence. It is the stroke of hammer 
and whirr of machinery that play the 
necessary accompaniment to the songs 
the boys sing as they go forth to vic- 
tory.
